ECE-ST eVL-rui have accentuated the discussion 


oi the duties of citizenship and the removing 


of thf'causes which cuus.e men or classes of men to 
indulge in threats against the safety und dignity of 


«rftti j;ovt-inmeut. 
If-all men were ideal citizens of 


thii Republic we would have un ideal Repxiblic. If 
the doctrines of .American citizenship were univer- 
ially promulgated, and adopted, we would have no 
uacrchistt. But herein lies the fatal defect, lack of 
unity, which causes both sectional and political dif- 
twivnces between men of the nation and the best we 
can do is to approximate the result* we seek to 
bring about. 


The application of nue citizenship to anarchy 


hai been suggested, it ii no doubt true that if we 
could take the foreign element that comes into uur 
country and educate tljem as we do the children of 
llit-'nation we might in a measure eradicate the im- 
pulse of anarchy. 


TUK-citizenship ought tu lessen the differences 


between classes. It is the clash of classes that is 
inimical to the security of government, but the at- 
Xnbute-iof truecitizenshipshouldbeexercisedas;\vell 
by the millionaire as by the paupei. The yielding 
ol position, the easing of power in the hands of the 
wealth controlling should be met by a yielding to 
conservatism in the hands of the people. 


Possibly some Utopian plan may yet be found to 


bring about a vimversal ic-eling between man and 
iuan, but at the present time the only temecly avail- 
able serins to be the education of all classes as to 
the datie-i of true citizenship, a reverence for the 
purity aad integrity of the American home, protec- 
tion and defense ol our public schools, less deina- 
gogaery by politicians, more tolerance of the press, 
less bigotry in the church, and above all a strict ad- 
Uerence to the doctrine1, uud teachings of out gov- 
ernment—a free government based upon the Declar- 
^itou of Independence, tht: integrity of the Consti- 
tution and the-, equal right-, of man. American citi- 
ieriship is an ideal citi/.en-ilap. 
The education of 


our childien in uui school-, •fhoxild be the true be- 
ginning and j geru.'iatiofi ni assimilation will make 
all oui people 
.IK- in spirit, in irutemity, in support 


Ot oui government and lu,\r; which will keep out 
aud depoit tho-r.e who tthi> cannot appreciate true 
:iti?i'iisbip, and uphold its ideals, should be strin- 
gently ei-acted. That out nation, the first in his- 
tory to guarantee political freedom, freedom of re- 
lifciutts wt'ibbij). the fust u> offer an asylum tu the 
oppre>M~-vl 01 every clinic, ?!iould become the victim 
of the ignorance and halt- of those whom it would 
lift up, serves as a serious problem whether or not 
the limitation ought not to be applied to the dregs 
of Kurope who come into ours, ruidst to defy a gov- 
eminent whose protection they claim. The assas- 
sination of Lincoln was due- to a bitter .sectional 
war/the assassination of Gar tic Id was due to a cer- 
tain political system which inflamed the mind of a 
crank.

tive interests of Nevada. The legislature, last 
ter, following that platform redeemed every pledge 
made to tht- people. It has been the custom in this 
State to abase legislative bodies and every legisla- 
ture is uKvuys considered the worst, until the next 
one meets. Last winter seems to have been an ex- 
ctiption lo the rule and when the people of the 
State couic lu judge oi its work, it will stand out as 
commanding the approbation of the people of Ne- 
vada. The Republican press of Nevada have, and 
will in the future, take occasion to criticise the work 
of that body but they will be met fairly and square- 
ly upon the issue when the time comes. 


One of the chief movements, to the good judg- 


ment of the legislature, will be the defeat of the 
lottery project. There were Republican papers in 
this State who in order to gain a petty advantage 
would have urged the passage of the lottery in or- 
der to have damned the fusion legislature. Having 
defeated the amendment little praise was given, but 
on the contrary there would have been a great roar 
go up, had the amendment passed. 
The Assembly 


repealed the pri*e fight law. The Assembly, true 
to its party pledges, passed an eight-hour law; the 
legislature passed a revenue law which had the 
wholesome efl'ect of i educing taxation in 'all the 
counties in the State. 


The action of the legislature was wise, conserva- 


tive and sensible; its members conscientious and 
Lone-it and there never was in the history of the 
State a body of men who labored more earnestly j 
for the State's welfare than those of the 2oth ses- 
sion of the Nevda Legislature.

Many people fall to se# Low the falla 


wear tbe rock away, and this i» a little 
mystery until tbe exact conditions are 
realized. Tbe ledge of rock over which 
th~- water of both tbe Amerlca^and 
Horseshoe falls flow is of bard lime- 
stone. It is all of 40 feet thick and 
naturally very heavy. Underneath this 
ledge of limestone there are the shales 
of tbe Kitgara locality. Tola soft rock 
Is many, feet tblck. The rock of the 
Horseshoe fall is unprotected, and as 
tbe water falls over the precipice and 
boils in tbe river be w It washes away 
the soft shale bem tb tbe limestone, 
so that tbe limestone Is left in sheflike 
form, projecting far out into tbe gorge. 
Observant visitors to the falls have no 
doubt noticed this condition. 


In tne course of time tbe sljale foun- 


dation ot tbe limestone tedg^ ^exca- 
vated to aucb a point that, t be unsup- 
ported ledge- breaks away by Its own, 
weight, and tbe crest line of tbe Horse- 
shoe fall recedes so mu«h. farther. 
Then the water attacks tbe newly ex- 
posed shale, and in time the process 
outlined is repeated. This has been go- 
ing on for centuries, and It .Will con- 
linue until tbe falls of Niagara are no 
more.—Philadelphia Record.
